Tens 
of millions of dollars of damage 
was done to property. Thousands 
of persons were injured and other 
thousands left homeless and ter- 
ror-stricken. 
Again at mid-morning 
today, 


earth tremors shook this capital, 
toppling balconies and adding to 
the death lists which grew steadi- 
ly as communications were re- 
established with provinces where 
village after village reported fa- 
talities yesterday.

in Rumania's 


history, caused fatalities in village 
after village and set raging fires 
in Rumania's rich oil fields—con- 
stituting a-possibly serious blow 
to Germany's oil supplies 
from

Property 
damage 
reached 
into 
tens of millions of dollars in the 
5,000-square-mile area affected by 
the quake, which left thousands 
injured and homeless.

There he 
will see Adolf Hitler and, while It 
is possible that the two men will 
meet and talk with a certain war- 
iness, nothing very good for Brit- 
ain can be expected to come out 
of their conference. 


Hitler may try to make an ar- 
rangement, secret 
or otherwise, 


Whereby Russia will use her In- 
* fluence to sway Turkey away from 
" the British alliance and Into the 


axis camo. In return, Hitler may 
allot to the U. S. S. R. her sphere 
of interest In the so-called 
new 
order setup, on paper, 
by the 


"one 
for all and all for one" al- 


Jjliance of Germany, Italy and Ja- 


pan. This "sphere" might embrace 
Iran, which is squarely on the 
Soviet southwestern frontier and 
which Is a country with very great 


oil wealth. 
This oil weath 
has 


been under Great Britain's thumb. 


Of course it is by no means 


certain that Russia will want to 
go that far; the Germans, Indeed, 
are careful to say that nothing 
sensational must bo looked for. 


Many Englishmen believed right 


along that Chamberlain's mistake 
In trying to appease Hitler was 
equalled by his Inability to un- 
derstand or estimate Russia. 


He distrusted the Soviet Union 


but, 
unlike his predecessor, Stan- 


ley Baldwin, he did not seem to 
fear the Russians; actually, he de- 
rided fhem. 


I heard him say, at Lady Aster's 


luncheon table, that he thought 
tho Red Army would be no good 
for along time because all Its high- 
er officers had been shot. That 
statement, 
somewhat 
incredible 


now, 
was made in the spring of 


1938, on tho occasion of Chamber- 
lain's first and last attempt to 
"appease" the American press.

Pittman,

Sourdough, member of the Senate 
since 1912, and chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee since 
1933, 
died 
yesterday. 
He 
was 


stricken 
Monday, the, eve of his 


re-election for a fifth term In the 
Senate. 


President Roosevelt, 
saying he 


was "shocked and deeply grieved," 
led those in tho eapitol who ex- 
pressed regret >it the Nevada Sen- 
ator's death. Secretary Hull, with 
whom Pittman worked closely on 
matters of foreign 
affairs, said 


he was "grieved and distressed be- 
yond measure." 
Colleagues', and 
associates likewise 
voiced 
their 
sorrow. 


With tho turn of international 
events at such a critical stage, 
the question of Pittman's 
suc- 
cessor as chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee Im- 
mediately became a matter 
of 
moment. 


Senator Pat Harrison (Dem.) of 


Mississippi was the ranking com- 
mittee member, but for him to 
take the post would 
mean 
re- 


linquishing chairmanship of the 
equally Important Senate Finance 
Committee. 
Harrison 
Indicated 


promptly that he Intended to re- 
tain Is finance chairmanship and 
—since no senator may head two 
committees— this decision made 


i George the No, 1 man. 


Rev. C. R. Haden, 
Jr., 


rector of the St John Epis- 
copal church, and District 
Judge Wayne R Howell, in 
addresses before the Amer- 
ican Legion Armistice Day 
sunrise 
breakfast meeting 


Monday morning at the Le- 
gion Hall, urged all possible aid 
to Great Britain and if necessary 
align the armed forces of 
UIK 
United States with those of Eng- 
land to uphold the principles of 
liberty and justice. 
Rov. Mr. Haden asserted that aft- 


er the first World 
War, 
the 
democracies failed to maintain, as 
they should, the principles of lib- 
erty. As a result, he said, we are 
faced with the terrible situation 
of the 
present. He stated 
the 
great French army collapsed be- 
cause the soldiers lost faith and 
did not have the vital assurance 
that they were fighting for the 
right. On tho other hand, he said, 
the British people had that as- 
surance, as testified at Dunker- 
que, and are now battling against 
almost 
insurmountable 
odds 
to 


retain their way of life. 


Interests Closely Linked. 
Continuing, the Rev. Mr. Haden 


pointed out that it is foolish for 
Americans 
to 
think 
that 
the 


United 
States alone 
can main- 
tain the 
principles 
of freedom 
and justice. Because of our com- 
mon humanity, ho continued, in- 
terests of Americans are closely 
linked 
with 
human 
beings 


throughout 
the 
world. Here 
In 
America, he said, everyone, rich 
or poor, intelligent or ignorant, 
must 
rally 
all their 
forces on 


the side of justice, liberty, and 
freedom. 
"I hope," he declared, "that it 


is not necessary to give our lives 
for these principles, but If it is 
necessary, 
then 
I 
believe 
that 


the American 
people will rally 


themselves to defend the things 
they are convinced are right." 


He admonished his listeners not 


to hate those who are 
fighting 


under the banners 
of evil, be- 
cause, he said, God love those 
also, but stated there comes a 
time when force 
must 
be met 


with force." 
"I have heard," he continued, 


"much discussion about not send- 
ing American 
boys 
to 
foreign 


countries to fight someone else's 
battles, but is not the battle or 
Great Britain our battle?" 
"If 
Britain's cause is our cause, we 
must align our forces with theirs 
and fight until the very last,," he 
declared. 


Concluding, he urged the people 


to face the issues squarely and 
have faith that our cause Is tho 
right causo, asserting that when 
we are convinced of that, Amer- 
ica will again become invincible. 
Judge Howell, after elaborating 


briefly on Rev. Mr. Hadcn's ad- 
dress, assured his listeners that 
preparedness in this nation must 
be morally as well as materially.

President Roosevelt voiced faith 
in an Armistice Day speech today 
thai democracy would survive and 
predicted that tho people under 
tho "Iron heels" of "modern dicta- 
tors or modern oligarchs" would 
"rebel." 


"I, for ono." Mr. Roosevelt said, 


In a speech broadcast from Ar- 
lington 
National 
cemetery, 
"do 


not believe that the era of dem- 
ocracy In human affairs can or 
will be snuffed out in our 
life- 


time. 
I, for ono, do not believe 
that mere force will ho successful 
in sterilizing the seeds which had 
taken such firm root as a harbin- 
ger oC better lives for mankind. 


"I, for one, no not believe that 


the world will revert either to n. 
modern form of anciont slavery 
or to controls vested In modern 
feudalism of modern emperors 01 
modem dictators or modern oli- 
garchs in these days. 
Tho very 


people under their Iron heels will, 
themselves, 
rebel." 


Standing 
in 
an 
amphitheater 


near the tomb of tho Unknown 
Soldier, tho president denounced 
"unpatriotic 
efforts" 
whlilii 
ho 
said had been made by some Am- 
ericans since the World War "to 
make us believe that the sacri-

were wholly in vain." 


In 1014, ho said, a definite cf 


fort had been made "In a part of 
thn world" to destroy democracy.

"This country has never lost a 
war, but we have never been pre- 
pared for any of them," ho said.
